THE AFFAIRS OF THE UNITED STATES 
BOOK COMPANY. 

UNDER date of May 6 the committee of the 
creditors of the United States Book Company 
and its subsidiary companies have issued a circular 
(that, by the way, bears no signature of any kind) 
urging upon ‘‘all other creditors the serious 
danger to their interests of further delay in 
putting in operation some plan for the liquida- 
tion of the affairs of the companies that will 
avoid a forced sale of their assets and a dis- 
ruption of their business.” 

The committee again presents the plan dis- 
cussed editorially in THE PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY 
April 1, with a few verbal changes and the fol- 
lowing substantially new clauses: 

Ninth —\t is agreed that the committee shall employ 
the services of some competent person familiar with the 
book trade to superintend, under the direction of the 
committee, the conduct of the business of the companies. 

Tenth.—The committee shall prepare and print and 
send to each of the creditors, every half year, a statement 
of the business and affairs of the several companies and 
of the conduct thereof. 

The circular, after referring to the plan as 
‘* under all the circumstances the best and fairest 
for all interests that can be devised,” continues : 


‘* Through the efforts of the committee, soon 
after the failure, the property of the several com- 
panies was taken out of the hands of the sheriff 
and turned over to the receiver, who has con- 
tinued the business under the direction of the 
court and preserved the assets for the benefit of 
all. But for this action the property would long 
since have been sacrificed at sheriff's sale for the 
benefit of attaching creditors, whose claims ag- 
gregate some $300,000, and all hope for any pay- 
ment to general creditors would be at an end. 
This course was consented to by the attaching 
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creditors only under orders of the cour 
expressly preserved and continued thei 
and priorities under their attachments, a 
further provided that they might ask the court at 
any time for the application by the receiyer - 
the net proceeds and receipts of the business 
towards the satisfaction of their claims, or for 
such other order ‘or direction as mig 
proper. 

‘‘The present situation is such that, unless 
some agreement is entered into, creditors having 
attachments will, undoubtedly, soon seek to 
satisfy their claims out of the property and 
in that event, it is needless to say that an enor. 
mous sacrifice of the assets through forced sal 
is sure to follow. 

‘*Even should the attaching creditors remain 
inactive, disaster is threatened by the fact that 
the first mortgage bondholders are preparing to 
require the trustee of the mortgage to take steps 
that must take fromthe United States Book Com. 
pany its publishing plant of stereotype and elec- 
trotype plates and copyrights ; thus depriving the 
receiver of the means of continuing the business 
and ending all possibility that the earning power 


of the company may be made use of to pay 
creditors. 


‘‘ It seems to us only necessary to call attention 
to these facts for creditors to appreciate how im- 
peratively their interests demand that a plan 
which will preserve the property intact and will, 
it is believed, result in the ultimate payment in 
full of all their demands, should receive prompt 
consideration and assent.” 


We are not aware that the committee has as 
yet recognized the fitness of presenting a list of 
the holders of bonds, of the preferred and 
non-preferred creditors, of the holders of guaran- 
teed liabilities, who are vaguely referred to in 
the agreement as also preference creditors, and 
of the stockholders, so that those creditors who 
have not been concerned in the management of 
these properties should know on whom the re- 
sponsibility rests and to whose hands the af- 
fairs of the reorganization committee are to be 
entrusted. The possibility under these circum- 
stances of replacing the receiver, who is to an 
extent responsible to the unprotected creditors, 
by ‘‘some competent person familiar with the 
book trade” who may be accountable only to the 
powers by whose word he holds office is not reas- 
suring, and we regret, therefore, that we have no 
reason to change the opinion we expressed on 
this matterin our issue of April 1.

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THE OLD-BOOK DEALERS OF PARIS. 


OcTAVE UZANNE’S long-promised “ Physiolo- 
gie des Quais de Paris” is full of information 
and bright epigrammatic sentences regarding the 
world-famed bouguinistes of Paris. The work 
opens with a dedication to the stall-keepers 
of the borders of the Seine, which shows how 
thoroughly M. Uzanne appreciates his subject 
and how well-fitted he is by nature, temperament, 
taste and experience to be its historian. Many 
noted French authors have written about the 
second-hand dealers who, for nearly three hun- 
dred years, have had possession of the quays of 
the Seine, but a thoroughly exhaustive and at the 
same time interesting treatise has not appeared 
before. M. Uzanne first describes the book- 
stalls of antiquity, and many of the characters 
who as dealers and customers were for years 
identified with the locality are made real in viv- 
id word-portraits. The day of great bargains on 
the quaysis over. The entire field from Pont 
Royal to Pont Sully is examined every day as 
if with a microscope by the book-brokers, the 
book-agents, the clerks of the shop-keepers and 
government detectives on the alert for publica- 
tions indexed by the censors or condemned as im- 
proper or seditious. The stalls, which formerly 
were kept for generations by dealers who had 
always lived by books, are now often manned by 
individuals who come from every walk of life, to 
the great disgust of the older fraternity, who 
complain loudly that books are now soid like 
apples and cheese by ignorant hucksters. The 
vendor varies according to position on the quays. 
On the Quai Voltaire he is a dude in exterior and 
oppressively dignified. On the Quai Malaquars 
the influence of the Institute is felt; the vendor is 
more autocratic and dogmatic, discusses biblio- 
graphical questions and takes good care of his 
books. On the Quai Conti the man of letters 
triumphs and upholds the dignity of his profes- 
sion. His cases are always well dusted, ordered 
and classified. He takes the same care a captain 
does of his company, because he is expecting the 
review of the dukes, princes, marquises, poets 
and dramatists that must pass his stand on their 
way to the Pont des Arts. His manners are 
good and he is well informed and a good conver- 
sationalist. On the Quai des Grands-Augustins 
there is more Jaisser aller and the boxes have less 
serious contents. The shepherd looks like his 
flock, careless and shabby, and his chief wares are 
paper novels and trashy papers for women and 
girls. Quai Saint-Michel is the quay of the 
students and the best market in Paris for volumes 
of poetry, which naturally are kept in great 
abundance. When the Pont Notre-Dame is 
reached other second-hand articles of every de- 
scription outnumber the books, and here even 
= among old music, knick-knacks, gew-gaws, 
old bric-’-brac, family portraits, etc., a connois- 
‘eur may stumble upon a treasure. 

During the last ten years the number of ven- 
dors, which had remained almost unchanged since 
1560, has almost doubled. Permits to establish 
Stands are given by the sheriff, and there are a 
Set of 'aws that must be complied with to retain 
es place. Each vendor pays the city of Paris 
sone annually, and if he is considered a 

“the sum is doubled. In 1864 there were 
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sixty-eight of these dealers, owning 1020 boxes, 
containing 70,000 volumes. To-day M. Uzanne 
reports 156 dealers, 1636 boxes and 97,260 vol- 
umes. It is estimated that the daily receipts 
average about 10 francs to each dealer, which 
certainly must leave a very small margin of 
profit to these men who throughout the year are 
exposed to all the vicissitudes of wind and 
weather. M. Uzanne says they become as ex- 
pert as pilots in their constant watch for changing 
weather, and scientific psychologists in their 
daily study of the physiognomy of possible buy- 
ers, which is the only bookseller’s handbook they 
have ever made useof, Asa rule the douguiniste 
does not approve of women. They hold books 
in one hand, open them badly, are undecided 
about buying, or else bargain for a coveted volume 
‘‘as if it were a chicken or a lobster.” Female 
students especially use books of reference to hunt 
up information and never buy. The stalls are 
securely fastened to the pavements and stay on 
the parapets of the Seine day and night. We 
have exceeded our limits in pointing out the in- 
terest of this fascinating book and have barely 
touched upon its rich materials, [The work is 
attractively printed and illustrated, and is for 
sale in this country by Dyrsen & Pfeiffer, succes- 
sors to F. W. Christern. It cannot fail shortly to 
get into English for the benefit of all lovers of 
old books this side the water. } A. G. 





THE SEARS LIBRARY. 


THE admirable collection of books illustrating 
in a bibliographical sense the history of the art 
of typography, formed by George Edward Sears, 
has passed at private sale for $25,000 into the 
possession of William Evarts Benjamin, of New 
York City. 

Mr. Sears, son of the founder of the printing 
house of Sears & Cole, made the selection of this 
library his sole occupation for twenty years, 
The books were not placed in the house where 
he lived, but in an apartment in an ancient Park 
Avenue mansion without steam heat or gaslight, 
and reminding one, as a writer in the New York 
Times put it, ‘‘ of the Christian chapels in the cata- 
combs.” Many grave meetings were held there in 
winter of studious bibliophiles who would have 
been changed into glaciers in an hour if they had 
not been warned to wear their heaviest fur 
cloaks. 

Mr. Benjamin is classifying the books in chron- 
ological order for a public exhibition in his new 
gallery in the fall and compiling an analytical 
catalogue of them. The collection contains mis- 
sals, books of hours, manuscripts with minia- 
tures, books with wood-cuts of the fifteenth cen- 
tury, a complete Caxton, examples of famous 
printers of all ages, bindings of great artisans, 
and an incomparable collection of text-books. 
Mr, Sears was enabled to make out of his collec- 
tion alone a bibliography of the Dance of Death 
and a bibliography of Alciati’s emblems, private- 
ly printed in editions of 100 copies. He had 
formed, the 7%mes says, ‘‘a perfect chain of all the 
links by which the work of the copyistsand book- 
binders of the fourteenth century is allied with 
the work of the publishers of the present time.” 

Now that he regards the work as finished, the 
collector’s interest is expressed only in the wish 
that the collection shall not be dispersed. It is 
to be hoped that his wish may be realized, as a 
similar collection will not easily be formed 
again.

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RARE EARLY ENGLISH BOOKS AT THE 
GROLIER. 


THERE is now on view at the Grolier Club a 
collection of original and early editions of some 
of the poetical and prose works of English writ- 
ers from Langland to Wither. The earliest printed 
book in the exhibition is ‘* Lives of the Fathers,” 
by William Caxton. It is a folio and the date is 
1495. There are five editions of the translations of 
George Chapman—** Homer's Iliads,” first twelve 
books, folio, 1610; *‘ Homer’s Iliads,” first com- 
plete edition, folio, 1612; ‘‘ Homer’s Odysses,” 
folio, first edition; ‘* Homer’s Batrachomyoma- 
chia,” folio, 1624; ‘* The Georgicks of Hesiod,” 
quarto, 1618. Geoffrey Chaucer is represented 
by six editions of his works from 1532 to 1602. 
Samuel Daniel, who was a contemporary of 
Shakespeare, is seen in sixteen editions from 
1585 to 1623. “A Panegyrike Congratulatory,” 
folio, first edition, has in it an autograph of the 
Countess of Pembroke, a sister of Sir Philip Sid- 
ney. 
, ae other noted names are Michael Dray- 
ton, his earliest work dating from 1594. Of 
Shakespeare there are four books—‘‘ Lucrece,” 
quarto, valued at $2000; the first edition of the 
Countess of Pembroke’s ‘‘ The Rape of Lucrece,”’ 
1655, with a portrait of the poet; ‘*‘ Shakespeare’s 
Sonnets,” quarto, first edition, 1609; and ‘‘ Poems 
Written by Wil Shake-speare, Gent, Octavo,”’ 
first edition, 1640. Sir Philip Sidney is repre- 
sented by ‘‘ The Countesse of Pembroke’s Arca- 
dia,” quarto, first edition, 1590; third edition, 
1598; fifth edition and ‘‘ Apo!ogie for Poetry,” 
quarto, 1595.
